AN ACT
Making appropriations for the government of the District

of Columbia and other activities chargeable in whole

or in part against the revenues of said District for the

fiscal year ending September 30, 2005, and for other

purposes.
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Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any3

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the4

District of Columbia and related agencies for the fiscal5

year ending September 30, 2005, and for other purposes,6

namely:7

TITLE I—FEDERAL FUNDS8

FEDERAL PAYMENT FOR RESIDENT TUITION SUPPORT9

For a Federal payment to the District of Columbia,10

to be deposited into a dedicated account, for a nationwide11

program to be administered by the Mayor, for District of12

Columbia resident tuition support, $25,600,000, to remain13

available until expended: Provided, That such funds, in-14

cluding any interest accrued thereon, may be used on be-15

half of eligible District of Columbia residents to pay an16

amount based upon the difference between in-State and17

out-of-State tuition at public institutions of higher edu-18

cation, or to pay up to $2,500 each year at eligible private19

institutions of higher education: Provided further, That the20

awarding of such funds may be prioritized on the basis21

of a resident’s academic merit, the income and need of22

eligible students and such other factors as may be author-23

ized: Provided further, That the District of Columbia gov-24

ernment shall maintain a dedicated account for the Resi-25
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dent Tuition Support Program that shall consist of the1

Federal funds appropriated to the Program in this Act2

and any subsequent appropriations, any unobligated3

balances from prior fiscal years, and any interest earned4

in this or any fiscal year: Provided further, That the ac-5

count shall be under the control of the District of Colum-6

bia Chief Financial Officer, who shall use those funds sole-7

ly for the purposes of carrying out the Resident Tuition8

Support Program: Provided further, That the Office of the9

Chief Financial Officer shall provide a quarterly financial10

report to the Committees on Appropriations of the House11

of Representatives and Senate for these funds showing,12

by object class, the expenditures made and the purpose13

therefor: Provided further, That not more than 7 percent14

of the total amount appropriated for this program may15

be used for administrative expenses.16

FEDERAL PAYMENT FOR EMERGENCY PLANNING AND17

SECURITY COSTS IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA18

For necessary expenses, as determined by the Mayor19

of the District of Columbia in written consultation with20

the elected county or city officials of surrounding jurisdic-21

tions, $15,000,000, to remain available until expended, to22

reimburse the District of Columbia for the costs of pro-23

viding public safety at events related to the presence of24

the national capital in the District of Columbia and for25

the costs of providing support to respond to immediate1

and specific terrorist threats or attacks in the District of2

Columbia or surrounding jurisdictions: Provided, That any3

amount provided under this heading shall be available only4

after notice of its proposed use has been transmitted by5

the President to Congress and such amount has been ap-6

portioned pursuant to chapter 15 of title 31, United7

States Code.8

FEDERAL PAYMENT TO THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA9

COURTS10

For salaries and expenses for the District of Colum-11

bia Courts, $202,110,000, to be allocated as follows: for12

the District of Columbia Court of Appeals, $8,952,000,13

of which not to exceed $1,500 is for official reception and14

representation expenses; for the District of Columbia Su-15

perior Court, $84,948,000, of which not to exceed $1,50016

is for official reception and representation expenses; for17

the District of Columbia Court System, $40,699,000, of18

which not to exceed $1,500 is for official reception and19

representation expenses; and $67,511,000, to remain20

available until September 30, 2006, for capital improve-21

ments for District of Columbia courthouse facilities: Pro-22

vided, That notwithstanding any other provision of law,23

a single contract or related contracts for development and24

construction of facilities may be employed which collec-25
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tively include the full scope of the project: Provided fur-1

ther, That the solicitation and contract shall contain the2

clause ‘‘availability of Funds’’ found at 48 CFR 52.232–3

18: Provided further, That funds made available for capital4

improvements shall be expended consistent with the Gen-5

eral Services Administration master plan study and build-6

ing evaluation report: Provided further, That notwith-7

standing any other provision of law, all amounts under8

this heading shall be apportioned quarterly by the Office9

of Management and Budget and obligated and expended10

in the same manner as funds appropriated for salaries and11

expenses of other Federal agencies, with payroll and finan-12

cial services to be provided on a contractual basis with13

the General Services Administration (GSA), and such14

services shall include the preparation of monthly financial15

reports, copies of which shall be submitted directly by GSA16

to the President and to the Committees on Appropriations17

of the House of Representatives and Senate, the Com-18

mittee on Government Reform of the House of Represent-19

atives, and the Committee on Governmental Affairs of the20

Senate: Provided further, That 30 days after providing21

written notice to the Committees on Appropriations of the22

House of Representatives and Senate, the District of Co-23

lumbia Courts may reallocate not more than $1,000,00024

of the funds provided under this heading among the items25
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and entities funded under this heading for operations, and1

not more than 4 percent of the funds provided under this2

heading for facilities.3

heading: Provided further, That in addition to the funds3

Government Improvement Act of 1997, $183,490,000, of12

which not to exceed $2,000 is for official receptions and13

representation expenses related to Community Supervision14

and Pretrial Services Agency programs; of which not to15

exceed $25,000 is for dues and assessments relating to16

the implementation of the Court Services and Offender17

Supervision Agency Interstate Supervision Act of 2002;18

of which $115,343,000 shall be for necessary expenses of19

Community Supervision and Sex Offender Registration, to20

include expenses relating to the supervision of adults sub-21

ject to protection orders or the provision of services for22

or related to such persons; of which $39,314,000 shall be23

available to the Pretrial Services Agency; and of which24

$28,833,000 shall be transferred to the Public Defender25
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Service for the District of Columbia: Provided, That not-1

withstanding any other provision of law, all amounts2

under this heading shall be apportioned quarterly by the3

Office of Management and Budget and obligated and ex-4

pended in the same manner as funds appropriated for sal-5

aries and expenses of other Federal agencies: Provided fur-6

ther, That the Director is authorized to accept and use7

gifts in the form of in-kind contributions of space and hos-8

pitality to support offender and defendant programs, and9

equipment and vocational training services to educate and10

train offenders and defendants: Provided further, That the11

Director shall keep accurate and detailed records of the12

acceptance and use of any gift or donation under the pre-13

vious proviso, and shall make such records available for14

audit and public inspection: Provided further, That the15

Court Services and Offender Supervision Agency Director16

is authorized to accept and use reimbursement from the17

D.C. Government for space and services provided on a cost18

reimbursable basis: Provided further, That the Public De-19

For a Federal payment to the District of Columbia13

Department of Transportation, $3,000,000, to remain14

available until September 30, 2006, for design and con-15

struction of a continuous pedestrian and bicycle trail sys-16

tem from the Potomac River to the District’s border with17

Maryland.18

FEDERAL PAYMENT TO THE CRIMINAL JUSTICE19

COORDINATING COUNCIL20

For a Federal payment to the Criminal Justice Co-21

ordinating Council, $1,300,000, to support initiatives re-22

lated to the coordination of Federal and local criminal jus-23

tice resources in the District of Columbia.24
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FEDERAL PAYMENT FOR CAPITAL DEVELOPMENT IN1

THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA2

For a Federal payment to the District of Columbia3

for capital development, $7,000,000, to remain available4

until expended, for the Unified Communications Center.5

FEDERAL PAYMENT FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL LIBRARIES6

For a Federal payment to the District of Columbia7

Public Schools, $6,000,000, to remain available until ex-8

pended, for a public school library enhancement program:9

Provided, That the District of Columbia Public Schools10

provides a 100 percent match for this payment: Provided11

further, That the Federal portion is for the acquisition of12

library resources: Provided further, That the matching13

portion is for any necessary facilities upgrades.14

FEDERAL PAYMENT FOR THE FAMILY LITERACY15

PROGRAM16

For a Federal payment to the District of Columbia,17

$1,000,000, for a Family Literacy Program to address the18

needs of literacy-challenged parents while endowing their19

children with an appreciation for literacy and strength-20

ening familial ties: Provided, That the District of Colum-21

bia shall provide a 100 percent match with local funds22

as a condition of receiving this payment.23
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FEDERAL PAYMENT FOR FOSTER CARE IMPROVEMENTS1

IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA2

For the Federal payment to the District of Columbia3

for foster care improvements, $5,000,000: Provided, That4

$3,000,000 shall be for the Child and Family Services5

Agency, of which $2,000,000 shall be to continue an early6

intervention program to provide intensive and immediate7

services for foster children; of which $1,000,000 shall be8

for the emergency support fund to purchase items nec-9

essary to allow children to remain in the care of an ap-10

proved and licensed family member: Provided further, That11

$1,500,000 shall be for the Department of Mental Health12

to provide all court-ordered or agency-required mental13

health screenings, assessments and treatments for chil-14

dren under the supervision of the Child and Family Serv-15

ices Agency: Provided further, That $500,000 shall be for16

the Washington Metropolitan Council of Governments, to17

continue a program in conjunction with the Foster and18

Adoptive Parents Advocacy Center, to provide respite care19

and recruitment of foster parents: Provided further, That20

these Federal funds shall supplement and not supplant21

local funds.22

funding under this heading shall submit to the Office of9

lic school education shall not be made available until 3012

calendar days after the submission of a spending plan by13

the District of Columbia Public Schools to the Committees14

on Appropriations of the House of Representatives and15

Senate.16

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Official Code, sec. 1–204.50a) and provisions of this Act,1

the total amount appropriated in this Act for operating2

expenses for the District of Columbia for fiscal year 20053

under this heading shall not exceed the lesser of the sum4

of the total revenues of the District of Columbia for such5

fiscal year or $6,199,114,000 (of which $4,165,485,0006

shall be from local funds, $1,687,554,000 shall be from7

Federal grant funds, $332,761,000 shall be from other8

funds, and $13,314,000 shall be from private funds), in9

addition, $98,900,000 from funds previously appropriated10

tion has not been provided as payments to any pub-18

lic charter schools currently in operation through the19

per pupil funding formula, the funds shall remain20

available for public education in accordance with sec-21

tion 2403(b)(2) of the District of Columbia School22

Reform Act of 1995 (D.C. Official Code, sec. 38–23

1804.03(b)(2)): Provided further, That of the24

amounts made available to District of Columbia pub-25

None of the Federal funds made available13

in this Act may be used to implement or enforce the14

Health Care Benefits Expansion Act of 1992 (D.C. Law15

9–114; D.C. Official Code, sec. 32–701 et seq.) or to oth-16

erwise implement or enforce any system of registration of17

unmarried, cohabiting couples, including but not limited18

to registration for the purpose of extending employment,19

health, or governmental benefits to such couples on the20

same basis that such benefits are extended to legally mar-21

ried couples.22

(B) the Council has reviewed and approved the10

acceptance, obligation, and expenditure of such11

grant.12

(2) For purposes of paragraph (1)(B), the Council13

shall be deemed to have reviewed and approved the accept-14

ance, obligation, and expenditure of a grant if—15

(A) no written notice of disapproval is filed with16

the Secretary of the Council within 14 calendar days17

of the receipt of the report from the Chief Financial18

Officer under paragraph (1)(A); or19

(B) if such a notice of disapproval is filed with-20

in such deadline, the Council does not by resolution21

disapprove the acceptance, obligation, or expenditure22

of the grant within 30 calendar days of the initial23

receipt of the report from the Chief Financial Offi-24

cer under paragraph (1)(A).25
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(c) No amount may be obligated or expended from1

the general fund or other funds of the District of Colum-2

bia government in anticipation of the approval or receipt3

of a grant under subsection (b)(2) or in anticipation of4

the approval or receipt of a Federal, private, or other5

grant not subject to such subsection.6

(d) The Chief Financial Officer of the District of Co-7

lumbia may adjust the budget for Federal, private, and8

other grants received by the District government reflected9

in the amounts appropriated in this Act, or approved and10

received under subsection (b)(2) to reflect a change in the11

actual amount of the grant.12

The in-21

ventory shall include, but not be limited to, the depart-22

ment to which the vehicle is assigned; the year and make23

of the vehicle; the acquisition date and cost; the general24

condition of the vehicle; annual operating and mainte-25
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nance costs; current mileage; and whether the vehicle is1

allowed to be taken home by a District officer or employee2

and if so, the officer or employee’s title and resident loca-3

tion.4

SEC. 116. None of the funds contained in this Act5

may be used for purposes of the annual independent audit6

of the District of Columbia government for fiscal year7

2005 unless—8

(1) the audit is conducted by the Inspector9

General of the District of Columbia, in coordination10

with the Chief Financial Officer of the District of11

Columbia, pursuant to section 208(a)(4) of the Dis-12

trict of Columbia Procurement Practices Act of13

1985 (D.C. Official Code, sec. 2–302.8); and14

(2) the audit includes as a basic financial state-15

ment a comparison of audited actual year-end re-16

sults with the revenues submitted in the budget doc-17

ument for such year and the appropriations enacted18

into law for such year using the format, terminology,19

and classifications contained in the law making the20

appropriations for the year and its legislative his-21

tory.22

SEC. 117. (a) None of the funds contained in this23

Act may be used by the District of Columbia Corporation24

Counsel or any other officer or entity of the District gov-25
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ernment to provide assistance for any petition drive or civil1

action which seeks to require Congress to provide for vot-2

ing representation in Congress for the District of Colum-3

bia.4

(b) Nothing in this section bars the District of Co-5

lumbia Corporation Counsel from reviewing or com-6

menting on briefs in private lawsuits, or from consulting7

with officials of the District government regarding such8

lawsuits.9

SEC. 118. (a) None of the funds contained in this10

Act may be used for any program of distributing sterile11

needles or syringes for the hypodermic injection of any ille-12

gal drug.13

(b) Any individual or entity who receives any funds14

contained in this Act and who carries out any program15

described in subsection (a) shall account for all funds used16

for such program separately from any funds contained in17

this Act.18

SEC. 119. None of the funds contained in this Act19

U.S.C. 802) or any tetrahydrocannabinols derivative.18

(b) The Legalization of Marijuana for Medical Treat-19

ment Initiative of 1998, also known as Initiative 59, ap-20

proved by the electors of the District of Columbia on No-21

vember 3, 1998, shall not take effect.22

SEC. 121. Nothing in this Act may be construed to23

prevent the Council or Mayor of the District of Columbia24

from addressing the issue of the provision of contraceptive25
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coverage by health insurance plans, but it is the intent1

of Congress that any legislation enacted on such issue2

should include a ‘‘conscience clause’’ which provides excep-3

tions for religious beliefs and moral convictions.4

toring and supervision of halfway house residents to23

reduce the number of escapes to be provided in con-24
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sultation with the Court Services and Offender Su-1

pervision Agency for the District of Columbia;2

(4) education, including access to special edu-3

cation services and student achievement to be pro-4

vided in consultation with the District of Columbia5

Public Schools and the District of Columbia public6

charter schools;7

(5) improvement in basic District services, in-8

cluding rat control and abatement;9

(6) application for and management of Federal10

grants, including the number and type of grants for11

which the District was eligible but failed to apply12

and the number and type of grants awarded to the13

District but for which the District failed to spend14

the amounts received; and15

(7) indicators of child well-being.16
